Liberty Sons Celebrate

celebration of the repeal of 
the Stamp Act in the spring 
of 1766, the New York Sons of 
Liberty crowded into the 
taverns to drink toasts and to 
compliment them selves on 
their success 
Swarming 
out 
into 
the 
streets, the mob - warmed 
by rum and patriotism -- 
amused themselves in the 
“ throw ing 
of 
Squibbs, 
Crackers, firing of muskets 
and pistols, breaking some 
windows and forcing off the 
Knockers off the Doors 
The Liberty Pole. a symbol 
of defiance to British policy, 
was 
the center of 
these 
frolics. 
Hardly noticed 
in 
the 
tumult over the Stamp Act 
‘and in the joy at the time of

Now 
a lot of young people think that 
polio is a game played on horses.

Dalmatians are 
popularly known as fire dogs 
and are often found today as 
pets of firem en at fire 
stations. 
Another name for the 
daimation is the coach dog. 
These dogs were once used 
to run along with horse- 
drawn coaches to protect 
them from highwaymen. At 
the end of the journey they 
stood guard over the coach. 
When early-time firemen 
began using hordes to pull 


their fire engines, they 
adopted the dalmatian as a 
companion to run along with 
the fire horses 
Later, when fire engines 
became 
motorized, 
the 
dalmatian was still kept as a 
mascot. 
Dalmatians aren’t born 
with their spots. Dalmatian 
puppies are pure white when 
they are born. The black or 
brown spots appear after 
about three weeks. 
Dalmatians were named 
for Dalmatia, a district in 
Yugoslavia. 


Polly’s Problem 


DEAR POLLY — I made the tragic mistake of fastening 
cards on a mahogany-stained, varnished door with 
cellophane tape. I removed all the tape but marks still re­ 
main. I certainly would like to correct this without having 
to paint over these beautiful doors. — ANNIE. 
DEAR ANNIE — Since no tape remains you might try 
the following remedy that removes many spots from var­ 
nished wood. Rub camphorated oil on, following the grain 
of the wood, and then immediately rub off it with a dry 
cloth. For more severe damage you might rub GENTLY 
the area with a dry steel wool soap pad. This is painstaking 
work. Do only a little at a time and remove the powdery 
dust. Then go on to the next place. When spots are removed 
polish like the rest of the door. 
Or, it may be that your marks could be removed by the 
use of a stain remover furniture polish just rubbed into the 
stains and then blended out into the rest of the door. I have 
sometimes darkened spots on dark varnished floors with a 
cotton-tipped stick dipped in iodine and rubbed the iodine 
off immediately after removing any that extended beyond 
the spots. Good luck! — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — My Pet Peeve is with restaurants that do not 
think babies and small children deserve clean high chair trays. In 
many different places I have had to ask the waitress to wipe off 
the tray before I would even put my child in the chair. — LINDA. 
DEAR POLLY — I want to tell the readers how I solved the dir­ 
ty clothes storage problem. A hamper in the bathroom catches 
the towels, sheets, washcloths and such things that are washed 
together. The rest of the laundry is divided in separate hampers 
so no sorting is needed. Each family member knows knits and 
shirts go in the gold hamper, jeans and colored socks in the 
orange one. my husband s work clothes in the green hamper and 
dainty things like lingerie in the white hamper. Sorting is done for 
me. Such hampers can be placed wherever is most convenient for 
each homemaker The hampers will have to be labeled for a 
while until everyone is used to the idea. If one does not want the 
expense of buying new hampers plastic clothes baskets in 
different colors could be used. — JOETTA. 
DEAR POLLY — When a group of us were learning to em­ 
broider, our resourceful teacher made embroidery hoops from 
the rather heavy plastic containers that whipped topping comes 
in. She cut the center out of a plastic lid leaving about a 3/4 inch 
rim. The inner part of the hoop was made by cutting the top off 
the rim of the container so it was about 1/2 inch deep Fabric to 
be embroidered is firmly held between these two hoops and they 
are nice and light to hold. — EUNICE. 
DEAR POLLY — Try removing those scuff marks from light 
colored (beige, white, etc. ) shoes with an ordinary sponge eraser. 
I was amazed at the results when I first tried it and even think it 
shines them up a bit — ELAINE
